As a matter of faet we 
hear more about the losses than we do the profits. The 
investor who takes down profits in his mining venture is 
the most satisfied person in the world, for the reason that 
the dividend payments are usually large in comparison 
with the amount investe.l. These successful investors do} 
not, however, go about advertising their good luck with 
the aid of a brass band. If they made the welkin ring with 
their rejoicings at a ratio equal to those who have met 
with failure, the murmurings and “knockings” of the latter 
would be but a feeble echo in comparison. The fact re- 
mains that the profits in raining and in most business 
ventures are so much greater than the losses that it sounds 
childish to hear people make the cuntention that more 
money is lost than is made in speculative ventures. 

The country is full of evidences of successful specula- 
tions in mining and other legitimate ventures. Through- 
out the west there are scores of men who have made their 
millions in mining operations; who have made their 
millions where thousands only have been invested and 
It may be said without fear of successful con- 
tradiction thatthe fortunes distributed to fortunate and 
successful investors exceed, ten to one, the losses that have! 
heen sustained by those, who through lack of judgment, 
«xperience and stamina, have been overtaken by failure. 

The secret of all success lies in the ability to under. 
stand that “all things come to him who waits”. Fortune 
ean be wooed but not driven.

Tmpeachmente. 

In 1797 Senator William Bloust of 
Tennessee was impeached for treason 
In negotiating personally with Great 
Britain and was acquitted. On March 
8, 1808, Judge John Pickering of the 
federal court in New Hampebire was 
found guilty on the trial of an im- 
peachment of drunkenness and pro 
fanity on the bench and was removed. 
On March 13, 1804, William Chase, as- 
soclate justice of the supreme court, 
was {inpeached. He was acquitted oa 
March 1, 1805. Meantime, on Dec, 13, | 
1804, Judge James H. Peck of the fed- 
eral court of Missour! was acquitted 
by the senate after impeachment by 
the house. On May 6, 1862, Judge 
West H. Humphrey of the federal 
court of Tennessee was removed for 
treason. In 1808 Andrew Johnson, 
president of the United States, wae 
impeached for high crimes and mis- 
demeanors and acquitted. In March, 
1876, the former secretary of war, 
General W. W. Belknap, was impeach- 
ed for bribery in making appoint- 
ments, He was acquitted on Aug. 1, 
1876. His was the last impeachment.
